Raymond Davis, 20, son 
of

a halt mile from York Springs on ‘ 
the Idaville road, 
is 
unconscious 
and in a critical condition in the 
Annie M Warner hospital this ait- 
ernoon as the result of what is said 
to have been an attempt to take his 
life by shooting this morning. 
Davis was found, unconscious, in 
a feed entry of the barn at the 
Davis home this morning about 7:30 
o’clock by a 15-year-old brother. 
The boy was attracted by the sound 
of a shot. He told Dr. Robert Stoner, 
York Springs, who was called to the 
Davis home, that he had first believ­ 
ed his brother was shooting at birds. 
The youth was found lying in the 
entry with a 22 calibre rifle by his 
side and a bullet wound in the cen­ 
ter of his forehead. The lead pellet 
did not emerge but is imbedded in 
the boy’s brain. Near his hand was 
a box of .22 calibre ‘ shorts’’ with 
one cartridge missing. Tile rifle he 
used was of the pump-gun type. 
Powder bums about the w-ound on 
the youth’s forehead gave strength 
to th*1 suicide theory.

Miss Mildred Mae Palmer, 16-year-old Gettysburg high 
school sophomore, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. C. Lloyd Palmer, 
140 W ater street, leaped from the 70-foot steel observatory 
tower on Culp’s Hill on the battlefield, shortly before five 
o’clock Tuesday afternoon in what police believe was an a t­ 
tempt to end her own life. 
“ I don’t know w hy I did it,” the critically injured girl told 
her father in her room at the Annie M. W arner hospital this 
morning after spending a comparatively restful night and 
showing a change for the better, sixteen hours after the al­ 
most tragic incident. 
With the possible motive for her act still a mystery, the 
father, this morning-, discarded all reference to alleged pre­ 
vious threats of com m itting suicide as ‘‘mere gossip.” 
In Good Spirits 
‘‘Her home life was happy. 
She was happy in school and 
we never discerned anything that might lead us to believe 
that she was unhappy about anything,” the grief-stricken 
father said this morning. 
Miss Palmer was in her usual good spirits Tuesday 
morning when she left for school. She was late and at noon 
secured her p arents’ signature to a tardy slip. 
Before she 
left her home at noon Mildred went to her bedroom, accord­ 
ing to her father, laid back her bed covers and placed her 
nightgown on the bed "as she invariably did,” her father con­ 
tinued, and was given money to purchase a pair of shoe laces. 
When she left she was in good spirits, her fath e r added.
